Passenger travel decreased 20 per 
cent under the new rates and the in­ 
creases given in 1020, he said.

The Babcock law w as passed by th e 
last Legislature, and fixes the tax on 
automobiles to provide funds for road 
building. 
T h e Babcock am e ndm e nt to 
the st ate constitution is of course not 
involved. 
The d anger to road building in the 
state, should the law he declared u n ­ 
constitutional, lies in the fact that this
